REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Wayne: 


I hereby submit by sixth annual report of the schools of 
Wayne for your consideration. 


‘Mr. Clarence M. Perry remained with us for another 
year. The school has improved steadily under his instruc- 
tion. 

Miss Louise Hunt is doing good work in the Primary 
room. The pupils, as a whole, bid fair to be up to grade by 
June. This school is small and gives an opportunity to the 
teacher to give considerable individual help to the pupils 
needing it. 

Mrs. Edna Wallingford continues to do excellent work 
in the North Wayne school. 

Our tuition students in the Secondary schools continue 
to do good work. This speaks well for our Grammar 
grades. 

_ There are seven boys and no girls in the present eighth 
grade in the Village school. If they continue to do as good 
work as they are doing now, they should be able to pass their 
final tests and be promoted. There are no eighth grade 
pupils in the North Wayne school. 

The North Wayne school should be closed and the pupils 
conveyed to the Village school. There is plenty of room for 
them and this would do away with one teacher, one janitor, 
one fire, and general up-keep of one building. It would save 
money and not in any way injure either school. This change 
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should be given careful consideration by every taxpayer in 
town. | 

In our report last year we stated that, “Our Elementary 
School has reached the point which seems impossible to 
maintain and do good work. There is a minimum expense 
below which it is disastrous to try to run schools. - I think we 
have reached that minimum.” I find, however, that the total 
expense for the Elementary School is $143 less than last 
year. We paid out a shamefully small amount for books 
and supplies. We shall be obliged to spend more for these 
things another year. Although the total expense is less than 
last year, the expense per pupil is more. This is due to a 
smaller number of pupils. Of course the smaller the divisor 
the greater the quotient with the same or nearly the same 
dividend. 

Tuition in the Secondary Schools has been $555.59 more 
than last year. This is due to a larger number of pupils 
attending said schools. Unlike the Elementary Schools, the 
greater the number of pupils in the Secondary Schools the 
_ greater the cost. It looks now as though we should have at 
least five more pupils in the Secondary School next year. 
As we have a balance of $317.67 in this account, we are 
asking for only $900.00 this year. 

I have only words of commendation for those who convey 
our pupils. Never have I had so few complaints about con- 
veyance as this year. In fact, not one word of complaint 
has reached me. I am asking for the same amount for con- 
veyance this year as it is costing now. There will doubtless 
be at least five more pupils to be conveyed to the Winthrop 
High. If this is to cost more, more money should-be raised 
and appropriated for that purpose. 

Nothing has been done to improve the drainage at the 
Village schoolhouse. It is in a deplorable condition and 
should be attended to. The building is being injured and the 
health of the pupils is in danger.

TOWN WARRANT 


To C. N. Libby, a Constable of the Town of Wayne: 
GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
authorized to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Wayne, qualified to vote in town affairs to 
assemble at the town house in said ‘Town on the eighth 
day of March, A.D. 1937, at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1—To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2—To act on the reports of the several ‘Town 
officials. 


Art. 3—To elect a town clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4—To elect all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 5—To see what sum of money the town will 
raise and appropriate for the school fund to provide for 
the maintenance of common schools, text books and 
supples. 


Art. 6—To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for high school tuition. 


Art. 7—To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the conveyance of high school 
pupils. 

Art. 8—To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the repair of roads and bridges, 
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snow removal from roads, support of poor, patrol work, 
Memorial Day, Contingent, and to defray all necessary 
town charges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9—To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the repair of schoolhouses, in- 
surance, light and power. 


Art. 10—To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for State Aid construction (in addi- 
tion to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provision of Section 19, 
Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930 or under the pro- 
visions of Section 3, Chapter 173, Public Laws of 1935. 


Art. 11—To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum not less than $391.94 for the main- 
tenance of Third Class Roads as provided by law in order 
to entitle the town to Third Class Road apportionment. 


Art. 12—To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
‘appropriate $100.00 for one year’s interest on cement 
bridge bonds. 


Art. 13—To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $155.00 for interest on tractor 
bonds for one year. | 


Art. 14—To see what wages the Town will vote to 
pay its employees, trucks, and teams per hour for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 15—To see if the Town will vote to raise’ and 
appropriate the sum of $200.00 for interest on school- 
house bonds. 


Art. 16—To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to pay schoolhouse bonds 
or act anything thereon. 
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_ Art. 17—To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the upkeep of the fire- 
truck or act anything thereon. 


Art. 18—To see if the Town will vote to allow a two 
per cent discount on taxes paid on or before July 15th. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in 
anticipation of taxes for the purpose of paying the in- 
debtedness of the town, such notes to be paid during the 
current year out of money raised during said current 
municipal year by taxes. 


Art. 20—To see if the Town will determine the maxi- 
mum amount of loans to be placed by the Selectmen in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 21—To see if the Town will vote to pay for the 
services of its Superintending School Committee. 


Art. 22—To see if the Town will vote to pay for the 
surety bonds of its officers requiring the same. 


Art. 23—To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5.00 to insure the free delivery 
of books from the Wayne Library Association to the 
citizens of Wayne in accordance with the Revised Stat- 
utes, Chapter 87 as amended by Chapter 182 of the Public 
Laws of 1930. | 


Art. 24—To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
treasurer to deduct twenty-five per cent from all money 
that may become due its taxpayers through employment 
by the town and apply said deductions to unpaid taxes.
